13. (Currently Amended) An optical recording 
medium for improved accurate high-speed writing, comprising a 
cyanine dye with a solubility of over 12 mg/ml in 2,2,3,3- 
tetraf luoro-l-propanol (TFP) said optical recording medium 
having a reflection factor of 65% or more , said cyanine dye 
being represented by Formula 1:

wherein Formula 1, Ri denotes a methyl or ethyl group; R 2 
differs from Ri and denotes a straight- or branched-chain alkyl 
group, with the proviso that R 2 does not include CH 3/ C 2 H 5 and 
straight -chain alkyl groups of C 3 H 7 , C 5 H 7 and C 5 Hn; R 3 is a 
hydrogen atom or a substituent selected from the group 
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consisting of halogens and lower-alky 1 groups; and X" denotes 
an inorganic ion comprising fluorine and cither phoaphorouo or 
antimon y f with the proviso that X" does not include I", Br", 

CI", C10 4 ~, BF 4 " and SbF 6 ", when R 3 is hydrogen .

15. (Previously Presented) The optical recording 
medium of claim 13, which is sensitive to a laser beam with a 
wavelength of around 78 0 nm. 

16. (Previously Presented) The optical recording 
medium of claim 13, which records information using a laser 
beam with a wavelength of around 780 nm.
